(S) That no visitor or honorary member residing permanently 
within seven miles of the club premises shall be 
allowed to consume exciseable liquors in the club 
premises during the hours when the sale of exciseable 
liquors is prohibited on licensed premises in the 
district where the club is situated.

(2) The certificate issued upon the granting of any such 
application shall come into force as from the first day of January 
next following the lodgment of the application, and shall remain in 5 
force, subject to the provisions of the principal Act as amended 
by this Act, for a period of twelve months from such first day 
of January. 

(3) The certificate issued upon the granting of an application 
for renewal under subsection (6) of section three of the principal 10 
Act shall be deemed to come into force as from the like date, 
and shall remain in force for the like period, as if the application 
had been duly lodged pursuant to the provisions of this section. 

(4) In the case of a club registered prior to the commence- 
ment of this Act, the certificate current at the passing of this 15 
Act shall, unless cancelled in the meantime, remain in force 
until the first day of January next following the commencement.

(5) The provisions of subsection (1) of section one of the 
principal Act relating to the inspection of the register and copy 20 
of rules shall extend and apply to all documents lodged with the 
registrar under section two of the principal Act in like manner 

as they apply to the register and copy of rules. 

4 . No club shall be qualified for registration where the 
premises have been purchased or leased for the purpose of such 25 
club by any brewer, firm of brewers, brewery company, distiller, 
or wine and spirit merchant, or where the club is under covenant 
to purchase exciseable liquors in consideration of money advanced 
on account of the said club. 

5. Every person who refuses or fails to admit any sergeant 30 

of police or police officer of superior rank in the execution of 
his duty demanding to enter any registered club in pursuance of 
section two of this Act, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
for the first offence five pounds, and not exceeding for the second 
and every subsequent offence ten pounds. 85

liable severally on conviction to a penalty not exceeding for 
the first offence, seven pounds, for the second offence, fifteen 
pounds, and for every subsequent offence, thirty pounds, unless 
he proves to the satisfaction of the court that such liquor was 
6 so sold or supplied without his knowledge or against his consent, 
and, where it is proved that such liquor has been received, 
delivered, or distributed, within the premises of the club and 
taken outside the premises, it shall, failing proof to the contrary, 
be deemed to have been so taken for consumption outside the 
10 premises. 

7. Every penalty under this Act or the principal Act shall 
be recoverable in a court of summary jurisdiction. 

8. Section four, paragraph (h), and section eight and the 
words “from the date of issue,” in subsection (3) of section 

15 three of the principal Act, shall be and are hereby repealed. 

9. This Act may be cited as the Clubs (Ireland) Amendment 
Act, 1908, and shall be construed as one with the principal Act ; 
and this Act and the principal Act may be, cited together as the 
Registration of Clubs (Ireland) Acts, 1904 to 1908. 

20 10. This Act shall come into operation on the first day of 

December nineteen hundred and eight.
